Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 

paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 

out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

This rejection- is respectfully traversed. In a second 

preliminary amendment filed February 17, 1999, claims 1-8 were 
cancelled and new claims 9-24 were submitted. It is believed 
that claims 9-24 conform to all of the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 
§112 . 

Additionally, since claims 1-8 have been cancelled and 
the specification makes reference to these claims in the Summary 
of the invention, the material from claims 1-8 has been 
incorporated in the specification by this amendment.

The disclosure is objected to because the numerals on 
pages 2/6 and 2/9 are said not to be found on the drawings. 
Numeral 28.1 in Figure 2 is said not to be found in the 
specification. 

Accordingly, submitted herewith are substitute Figures 
1 and 2 with the changes shown in red. The specification has 
been amended to include a description of numeral 28.1. 
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in view of the above, it is respectfully submitted 
that the claims are now in condition for allowance, and 
favorable action thereon is earnestly solicited.
